Claims 24 and 45 are allowable because the art of record, considered alone or in 
combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a vat having a draining unit comprising: an 
elongated profiled element having a plurality of spread-out holes and two longitudinal side 
edges, wherein the profiled element having latching means to lock the profiled element in a 
position with the two edges resting against an internal wall of the vat in order to form a drainage 
channel and the profiled element being associated with a holding device to retain the profiled 
element in a specific rotary open position, in which the side edge not joined by a pivot 
connection to the wall is located at a spacing from the wall, in combination with the rest of their 
respective claimed limitations.
